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MEDALS  OF  THE 
BEAVER  CLUB

Probably  one  of  the  most  exclusive  and  powerful  social  clubs  the  world 
has  ever  known  was  the  Beaver  Club  of  Montreal.  In  1785,  nineteen  French, 
English  and  Scottish  fur  traders  organized  a social  club  based  on  com- 
mon experiences  in  the  interior  of  North  America  and  dedicated  as  much 
to  business  as  bacchanalian  pursuits.  Membership  was  by  invitation 
only,  and  while  wealth  was  a primary  consideration,  only  those  who  had 
actually  spent  a winter  in  the  interior  were  admitted.  Over  the  ensuing 
years,  some  members  - mainly  French-Canadian  - dropped  out  while  the 
membership  expanded  among  English  speaking  fur  traders.  The  requirement 
for  wintering  in  the  interior  was  relaxed,  and  a supplementary  role  of 
honourary  members  was  established.  During  the  forty-two  years  in  which 
the  Beaver  Club  existed,  close  to  a hundred  members  were  admitted. 

On  admission  to  the  club,  each  member  was  required  to  purchase  a gold 
medal  bearing  not  only  the  date  of  the  club's  founding  (1785),  but  also 
the  date  of  the  member's  first  trip  to  the  interior.  Gold  coins  circu- 
lating in  Canada  at  the  time  - such  as  the  Spanish  doubloon  - were  prob- 
ably shaved  down  and  used  for  the  medals.  Of  the  less  than  twenty  medals 
still  surviving,  each  was  hand-engraved,  and  no  two  are  alike.  This 
medal  was  to  be  suspended  from  a blue  ribbon  and  worn  at  each  meeting 
on  pain  of  a $1.00  fine.  The  basic  designs  on  the  medal  - beaver  and 
canoe  - represent  themes  still  common  on  Canadian  coins.  The  two  sides 
of  the  medal,  however,  reflect  more  significantly  the  two  sides  of  the 
Beaver  Club  itself. 

"Fortitude  in  Distress"  reads  the  legend  on  the  reverse  referring  to 
the  canoe-load  of  voyageurs  merrily  paddling  over  the  brink  of  a water- 
fall. Evidently  these  old  fur  traders  had  quite  a sense  of  humor;  cer- 
tainly they  knew  well  the  excesses  of  leisure-time  comraderie.  One 
appreciative  guest  observed  of  his  first  dinner  meeting: 

"...  We  sat  down,  and  without  loss  of  time  expedited  the  lunch 
intended  to  supercede  a dinner,  during  which  time  the  bottle 
had  freely  circulated  ...  so  that  by  six  or  seven  o'clock  I 
had,  in  common  with  many  of  the  others,  fallen  from  my  seat. 

To  save  my  legs  from  being  trampled  on,  I contrived  to  draw 
myself  into  the  fireplace,  and  sat  up  in  one  of  the  corners, 
there  being  no  stove  nor  grate." 
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On  another  visit  in  1797  the  guest  took  a more  active  role  in  the  meet- 
ing. 


"In  those  days  we  dined  at  four  o'clock,  and  after  taking  a satis 
factory  quantity  of  wine,  perhaps  a bottle  each,  the  married  men 
...  retired,  leaving  about  a dozen  to  drink  their  health.  We  now 
began  in  right  earnest  and  true  Highly  fashion,  and  by  four  o-clo 
in  the  morning  the  whole  of  us  had  arrived  at  such  a degree  of 
perfection  that  we  could  all  give  the  war-whoop  as  well  as  Mac 
kenzie  and  McGillivray,  we  could  all  sing  admirably,  we  could  all 
drink  like  fishes,  and  we  all  thought  we  could  dance  on  the  table 
without  disturbing  a single  decanter,  glass  or  plate  by  which  it 
was  profusely  covered,  but  on  making  the  experiment  we  discovered 
that  it  was  a complete  delusion,  and  ultimately,  we  broke  all  the 
plates,  glasses,  bottles,  &c,  and  the  table  also...."

There  was,  of  course,  little  to  distinguish  one  meeting  from  another  so 
far  as  activities  were  concerned.  If,  however,  it  was  a somber  occasion 
on  which  departed  members  were  to  be  mourned,  the  medals  were  worn  on 
black  ribbons  rather  than  blue  and  a fifth  toast  - to  "Absent  Members"  - 
was  added  after  the  four  openers:  "The  Mother  of  All  Saints;  The  Kingi 

The  Fur  Trade  in  All  its  Branches;  and  Voyageurs,  Wives,  and  Children". 
The  outcome  of  the  meeting  was  always  the  same  - all  members  sitting  as 
upright  as  possible  in  an  imaginary  canoe  in  the  middle  of  the  floor, 
paddling  with  whatever  came  to  hand  - pokers,  tongs,  walking  sticks, 
and  swords  - and  singing  traditional  voyageur  songs  ending  in  a com- 
bined Highland  hoot  and  Indian  war-whoop.  On  the  other  hand 


"Industry  and  Perseverance"  reads  the  legend  on  the  obverse.  This 
referred  as  much  to  the  beaver  which  was  the  source  of  their  wealth 
as  the  men  themselves,  for  the  thrifty  Scots  were  nothing  if  not 
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hard-working,  and  even  over-zealous  in  their  drive  for  wealth.  Most  of 
the  members  were  connected  through  their  shares  in  the  North  West  Com- 
pany whose  fur  trade  empire  extended  from  the  Montreal  terminus  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  and  Arctic  coasts.  Despite  their  extended  supply  lines, 
they  furnished  keen  - and  not  always  peaceful  - competition  with  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Company.  In  1821,  however,  the  two  companies  merged  and 
the  position  of  Montreal  in  the  interior  fur  trade  declined,  thus  has- 
tening the  end  of  the  Beaver  Club.  While  it  lasted,  nevertheless,  the 
fur  trade  created  immense  fortunes.  James  McGill,  whose  medal  is  il- 
lustrated here,  died  a bachelor  and  left  a large  part  of  his  fortune 
as  the  endowment  of  McGill  University.  Other  familes  diversified  their 
wealth.  John  Richardson  expanded  into  the  grain  and  timber  trade  that 
evolved  with  increasing  settlement;  in  1817  he  joined  the  group  setting 
up  the  Bank  of  Montreal.  Almost  all  members  managed  to  acquire  tremend- 
ous government  land  grants.  The  McGill  estate  included  38,000  acres; 
Richardson  held  29,800  acres.  Significantly  enough,  many  of  the  members 
of  the  Beaver  Club  were  also  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  while 
government  officials  who  were  not  members  of  the  Beaver  Club  were  fre- 
quently guests.  Thus,  despite  the  seeming  frivolity  of  the  gatherings, 
the  Beaver  Club  served  a definite  purpose  and  symbolized  the  wealth  and 
power  of  the  fledgling  colonial  ruling  class.

Son  of  a Prussian  general,  Lt . 

Col.  Paul  Emil  von  Lettow- 
Vorbeck  was  every  inch  the 
aristocratic  professional 
soldier.  In  1914,  at  44  years 

of  age,  he  had  already  been  in  the  Germany  army  for  25  years,  commanded 
a Marine  battalion  in  the  Boxer  Rebellion  (1900-01),  was  an  observer 
in  the  Boer  War,  and  lost  an  eye  when  sever ly  wounded  during  a native 
uprising  in  Southwest  Africa.  Arriving  shortly  after  New  Year's,  1914, 
in  Dar  es  Salaam,  German  East  Africa,  against  the  wishes  of  Governor 
Schnee,  he  promptly  put  the  colony  on  a war  footing  and  was  prepared 
following  the  outbreak  of  World  War  I in  August  to  conduct  a chivalrous 
campaign  with  a handful  of  German  officers  and  Askaris  (native  troops) 
against  250,000  British,  holding  them  at  bay  for  over  four  years. 
Desperately  needed  on  the  battlefields  of  Europe,  the  British  troops 
were  stalled  in  Africa  almost  solely  by  the  strength  of  a German  col- 
onel's will. 


Tragically,  the  action  was  a bloodbath.  The  British,  by  virtue  of 
overwhelming  numbers  and  many  years  experience  in  colonial  warfare

should  have  been  an  easy  winner.  But  constantly  outmaneuvered , with 
discipline  in  the  German  forces  superior,  the  British  were  far  out 
matched.  When  a British  commander  botched  a mission  he  was  fired; 
when  a German  officer  failed  von  Lettow  handed  him  a pistol  saying: 
"Let  me  hear  some  interesting  news  about  you  in  a couple  of  days". 
Outnumbered  but  never  outgeneraled,  the  Germans  waged  a faultless  war 
until  the  end  came  in  Europe.  Honorably  and  with  dignity  the  Colonel 
faced  the  British  General  Edwards  on  November  25,  1918,  two  whole 
weeks  after  the  armistice  in  Europe,  to  surrender  155  German  and  1156 
Askaris  from  his  original  force  of  216  officers  and  2540  men.  His  men 
had  cost  the  British  60,000  casualties,  including  20,000  dead,  and  in 
excess  of  150  million  Pounds,  not  to  mention  the  reputation  of  130 
generals  while  he  remained  a colonel!  When  surrendering  he  stated 
quite  correctly,  "I  am  not  surrendering,  I am  putting  myself  at  your 
disposal . "

Dr.  Peters  was  the  German  equivalent  of  the  British  Cecil  Rhodes, 
who  virtually  single-handed  established  German  colonialism  in  East 
Africa.  In  1884,  as  head  of  a private  organization,  the  Society  for 
German  Colonization,  he  made  treaties  with  tribal  chiefs  and  within 
three  months  had  gained  control  of  over  60,000  square  miles  of  eastern 
Africa  previously  claimed  by  the  Sultan  of  Zanzibar.  A charter  for 
the  German  East  Africa  was  granted  by  Kaiser  Wilhelm  I giving  the 
embyronic  colony  a legal  facade  and  sanction. 

Maltreatment  of  African  natives  falsely  attributed  to  Germans  at  large 
was  primarily  the  work  of  one  man.  Dr.  Peters.  His  penchant  for  flog- 
gings and  even  hanging  Africans  at  the  slightest  provation  was  finally 
condemned  by  Baron  von  Etz  in  the  Reichstag  (German  parliment),  and 
he  was  dismissed  from  the  colonial  service.

German  colonialism  began  late,  when  most  lucrative  lands  were  already 
seized  and  of  all  the  German  acquisitions  only  Samoa  was  to  pay  its 
way.  Certainly  Southeast  Africa  (today  Namibia)  with  its  Kalahari 
Desert  and  six  warring  tribes  made  this  one  of  the  least  desirable  of 
the  Kaiser's  dominions.  German  missionaries  arrived  before  true 
colonization  was  begun,  as  early  as  1870  and  by  1884  through  negoti- 
ations, conversions  and  knowledge  of  the  languages  substantially  re- 
duced tribal  warfare.  Then  the  first  traders  arrived  under  the  spon- 
sorship of  the  Bremen  firm  of  Luderitz,  headed  by  A.  Luderitz  whose

his  memory  in  the  former  colony.

When  the  German  East  Africa  Company,  which  had  failed  economically, 
instituted  measures  to  prevent  Arabs  from  taking  natives  for  slaves  in 
1888,  they  attacked  under  the  leadership  of  one  Bushiri  bin  Salim,  in- 
intending  to  drive  the  Germans  into  the  Indian  Ocean.  The  colony  was 
^^swept  by  a holocaust  and  whites  were  murdered  indiscriminately,  leaving 
the  company  no  choice  but  to  appeal  to  the  German  government  for  help. 
Despite  Chancellor  Bismark's  distaste  for  colonial  adventures,  he 
could  ill-afford  to  give  in  to  the  forces  of  slavery  or  yield  Germany's 
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honor.  He  ordered  Captain  von  Wissman  to  East  Africa  with  explicit 
instructions:  "Siegen  sie"  ("You  win!")!  Acting  quickly,  v.  Wissmann 

recruited  600  Askaris  from  the  Sudan,  while  Bismark  obtained  British 
cooperation  for  a coastal  blockade.  Within  a year  the  captain  had 
eliminated  the  rebels,  put  down  the  uprising  and  hanged  Bushari, 
putting  an  end  to  slavery  in  East  Africa.  Without  enthusiasm,  in  1891, 
the  Kaiser's  government  assumed  formal  responsibility  of  German  East 
Africa  with  Captain  von  Wissmann  as  the  first  governor.

Otto  v.  Bismark,  architect  of  modern  Germany,  is  also  rightly  credited 
as  the  man  who  presented  the  Kaiser  with  his  far-flung  overseas  empire 
that  the  Chancellor  himself  never  wanted.  To  term  Bismark  as  an  im- 
perialist is  a disservice.  Far  more  clearly  than  any  other  he  recog- 
nized colonial  holdings  as  a prohibitively  expensive  luxury  Germany 
could  ill-af ford . Not  long  after  the  establishment  of  the  German 
Empire  in  1871  he  made  is  abundantly  clear  "empire"  implied  no  over- 
seas ambitions.  "As  long  as  I am  Chancellor,  we  will  carry  on  no 
colonial  policies",  he  said.  Yet  in  1884  he  was  faced  by  a fait 
accompli"  by  Dr.  Carl  Peters  accomplished  without  his  sanction.  In 
it  he  recognized  an  opnortunity  to  give  the  British  lion's  tail  an 
extra  twist  and  so  prevailed  upon  the  Kaiser  to  grant  a charter  to 
the  German  East  Africa  Company. 

There  are  three  varieties  in  Series  B based  on  different  types  of 
paper  and  in  one  variation  the  pictures  are  on  opposite  sides.  Both 
Series  A and  B have  become  scarce  and  where  they  recently  were  valued 
at  about  fifty  cents  each,  they  are  reportedly  now  selling  for  around 
30  to  50  dollars  per  set. 

Another  issue  of  notge] d commemorating  the  lost  German  colonies  is 
that  of  Neustadt  in  Meckiinburg— Schwerin , now  in  East  Germany.  The 
issue  consists  of  two  colorful  series,  of  two  50  and  two  75  Pfennig 
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notes  in  each  series  issued  in  April  1922,  some  examples  of  which  are 
illustrated  here.  On  the  obverse  of  each  of  the  multi-colored  notes 
is  the  date  and  value  and  crossed  German  Imperial  flags  behind  a palm 
branch  and  cross.  The  main  legend  reads:  "This  note  loses  its  value

Korner,  which  refer  to  the  humiliation  of  the  Versailles  Treaty  that 
took  the  colonies  from  Germany. 


(No  photo  was  available  for  the  second  of  the  75  Pfennig  notes.) 


The  issue  of  lost  colonies  remained  alive  at  least  to  the  outbreak  of 
World  War  II.  Posters  appeared  in  Germany  as  late  as  1935-38,  depict- 
ing the  German  flag  and  eagle  over  tropical  climes  with  the  slogan: 
"Duetchsland , deine  Kolonien"  ("Germany,  your  colonies").

COIN  NOTES  (Continued  from  page  301) 

The  coin  is  an  Artuqid  (Artukid  - Turkish)  of  Mardin,  the  latter  being 
the  longer  lasting  dynasty  than  those  of  Amid.  This  particular  coin 
is  of  Qutb-ad-Dln  II  Ghazi  II  (Ghazi  = Conqueror)  who  ruled  1176-1184 
A.D.  The  dynasties  were  the  descendants  of  two  brothers.  The  Mardin 
dynasty  lasted  from  1104-1408  A.D.  (497-811  A.H.):  it  was  a Turkmen 

one.  It  is  interesting  in  that  historically  they  tried  to  be  con- 
ciliatory to  the  subject  (Christian)  population. 

The  coin,  though  Ae,  is  a dirham  (No.  13  in  Steve  Album's  book).  It 
is  particuarly  interesting  since  all  portraiture  was  forbidden  by 
Islam.  However,  a number  of  the  small  emirates  in  that  part  of  the 
country  did  this,  perhaps  as  a part  of  their  efforts  to  conciliate 
the  Christian  section  of  the  population.  The  obverse  is  obviously 
copies  from  the  Byzantine  style  of  the  Emperor  and  consort  (or  co- 
ruler), even  down  to  the  imperial  mantle  with  the  loop. 

The  dynasty  was  finally  absorbed  by  the  Qara  Qoyunlu  (Kara  Koyunlu) 
or  "Black  Sheep"  confederation.  These  were  all  the  forerunners  of 
the  Ottoman  in  Asian  Minor  (Anatolia) . 
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THE  FIRST  HITLER  M ED AL  = 
Beer  Hall  Putsch

Although  Adolf  Hitler  never  appeared  on  any  regular  German  coinage 
(his  portrait  did  appear  on  an  official  pattern  in  1942)  , he  did  how- 
ever, form  the  subject  of  countless  medals  and  tokens. 

While  some  pieces  are  considered  common,  meaning  only  a few  hundred 
pieces  available,  others  are  quite  rare  with  just  a few  pieces  known 
and  still  others  are  unique.  Unfortunately,  most  of  the  mintage  re- 
cords were  destroyed  during  World  War  II  along  with  most  of  the  tokens 
and  medals . 

One  can  safely  say  that  the  first  Hitler  medal  produced  was  in  1923 
when  Adolf  Hitler  was  still  more  or  less  a politically  unknown.  How- 
ever, this  was  soon  changed. 

On  the  night  of  8 November  1923,  Ritter  von  Kahr,  the  Bavarian  National- 
ist Commisary-General  was  addressing  some  industrial  leaders,  patriotic 
leaders  and  some  influential  bureaucrats  in  the  Burgerbraukeller  beer- 
hall  in  Munich.  Adolf  Hitler  entered  the  meeting  about  8:30  PM,  smashed 
a beerstein  on  the  floor,  leaped  upon  a table  and  then  fired  his  famous 
shot  into  the  ceiling  to  gain  the  attention  of  the  crowd.  He  then 
forced  his  way  to  the  podium  where  the  bewildered  von  Kahr  stood.  Hit- 
ler declared  that  a national  revolution  had  begun  and  that  the  beerhall 
was  surrounded  with  about  600  of  his  Brownshirts  and  that  no  one  could 
leave.  He  then  had  von  Kahr  and  his  cabinet,  Lossow  and  Siesser  follow 
him  into  an  adjoining  room  where  he  told  them  the  details  and  tried  to 
persuade  them  to  join  him  in  the  putsch.  Von  Kahr  was  finally  persuaded 
to  join  Hitler  when  General  Ludendorf,  a World  War  I hero,  entered  the 
room  and  declared  that  he  sided  with  the  NAZIs. 

About  10:30,  after  numerous  speeches  by  Hitler,  Ludendorf  and  von  Kahr, 
the  meeting  broke  up.  Von  Kahr  and  his  cabinet  stole  away,  denounced 
his  allegiance  with  Hitler  and  warned  the  police  about  a march  to  Ber- 
lin that  would  take  place  the  next  morning,  an  act  which  von  Kahr  would 
later  pay  for  with  his  life. 

On  the  9th  of  November,  which  was  the  5th  anniversary  of  the  end  of  the 
war,  Hitler,  Ludendorf  and  many  of  their  followers  started  their  march 
to  Berlin.  After  a fight  with  police  Hitler  lost  14  men  and  the  march 
was  a failure.  Hitler, slightly  injured,  fled  only  to  be  captured  two 
days  later  and  sentenced  to  prison. 

The  Medal 


Karl  Goetz,  a famous  Munich  medalist,  captured  the  incident  sarcastic-

ally  which  was  to  cause  him  much  embarrassment  later  on.  He  cast  a 
medal  about  60mm  in  diameter  of  bronze.  On  the  obverse  he  depicted  a 
not  too  good  looking  caricature  of  Hitler  brandishing  a revolver  while 
grabbing  von  Kahr  by  the  shoulder.  A surprised  beer  drinker  looks  on 
The  inscription  around  the  edge  from  9:00  to  3:00  o'clock  translates: 
NATIONAL  AGAINST  NATIONAL.  At  7:00  o'clock  is  the  date  8 NOV  1923. 
There  is  a backwards  swastika  (swastikas  were  new  to  most  Germans  at 
this  time)  and  below  Hitler's  feet  are  the  words  HITTLER  PUTSCH,  Hit- 
ler's name  being  misspelled. 


The  reverse  shows  the  Nazi  putsch  as  a puppet  show  at  the  Munich  the- 
ater. There  are  three  Nazis  (one  holding  a backwards  swastika  flag) 
marching,  while  a communist  laughs  and  dances.  Von  Kahr,  with  a 
cannon,  waits  half  hidden  behind  a curtain.  The  sign  reads:  9-11-23 

LAST  PERFORMANCE,  ON  TO  BERLIN.  The  artist's  initials  K.G.  are  on 
either  side  of  the  sign.  The  medal  is  also  signed  K.  GOETZ  on  the 
rim.  The  artist  assigned  number  302  to  this  piece  of  more  than  630 
designed  by  him. 

When  Hitler  later  came  to  power  in  1933,  Goetz  supposedly  traveled 
throughout  Germany  repurchasing  the  destroying  as  many  of  these  as 
he  could.  This  can  perhaps  account  for  the  scarcity  of  these  pieces 
today. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Perhaps  the  most  important  untapped  source  of  material  useful  to  numis- 
matists in  making  attributions  consists  of  the  publications  of  profes- 
sional coin  dealers.  While  a few  important  auction  catalogs  have  been 
reprinted  and  have  become  standard  reference  works,  the  vast  majority 
of  such  publications  simply  gather  dust.  In  large  part  this  is  because 
we  do  not  have  a detailed  index  of  what  useful  material  has  been  pub- 
lished. No  index,  except  in  the  most  general  way,  points  out  important 
groups  of  coins  which  have  been  sold  at  fixed  prices  or  at  auction. ^ 


This  listing  is  an  index  to  my  collection  of  auction  catalogs  and  fixed 
price  lists  issued  since  the  Second  World  War.  It  represents  a signifi- 
cant number  of  modern  publications , but  by  no  means  covers  all  such  mater- 
ial. In  the  process  of  research  I have  been  fortunate  to  acquire  over 
2500  such  publications.^  The  group  consists  of  material  published  pri- 
marily by  North  American,  English  and  German  numismatic  firms.  While 
the  United  States  and  England  are  heavily  represented,  there  is  consider- 
able variation  in  the  number  of  catalogs  I have  from  German  auction 
houses  and  with  the  exception  of  the  Netherlands,  almost  no  other  contin- 
ental dealers  are  to  be  found  in  this  listing.  I originally  indexed 
these  publications  for  my  own  use,  but  have  decided  the  index  may  be  of 
value  to  other  numismatists  since  a number  of  organizations  circulating 
libraries  now  have  extensive  collections  of  catalogs  and  pricelists 
which  may  be  checked  out. 


As  far  as  possible,  I have  attempted  to  follow  the  geographic  system  of 
classification  used  in  The  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins;  each  histor- 
ical state  is  listed  under  the  modern  country  which  most  nearly  corre- 
sponds to  its  boundaries. 3 Specialized  catalogs  which  may  be  used  as 
principal  references  to  a series  are  indicated  with  an  asterisk  (*) . 


I  would  like  to  apologize  for  the  inevitable  errors  that  creep  into  any 
bibliography  of  this  sort.  This  index  began  as  a large  number  of  file 
cards,  which  were  in  time  turned  into  a computer  file,  and  finally  became 
a typed  manuscript.^  I would  appreciate  any  errors  being  called  to  my 
attention  since  I intend  to  enlarge  this  listing  in  the  future. 


1 - Major  library  catalogs,  such  as  that  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society,  include  a section  listing  auction  catalogs,  but  their  content 
descriptions  are  almost  always  very  vague,  such  as  "foreign  coins".

The  Contents 
section  at  the  beginning  of  this  article  should  elminate  most  difficult- 
ies in  finding  countries.

Question:  How  about  buying  this  "daric"? 

Answer:  You'd  need  a lot  of  money!  It  was  one  of  the  earliest  of 

Persian  gold  coins  probably  so  called  after  the  Great  King 
Darius  I,  and  is  mentioned  in  the  Bible.  The  king  is  shown 
as  a kneeling  bowman  while  the  reverse  h.-s  merely  an  incuse 
sign  (to  show  it  was  sold),  a sure  sign  of  its  early  nature. 
There  are  Persian  silver  coins  of  the  same  design  which  are 
sometimes  loosely  refered  to  as  "silver  darics".

Among  the  many  designers  who  created  Canadian  coins,  Emmanuel  Hahn  holds 
a special  place.  Born  in  Reutlingen,  Germany,  he  came  to  Canada  and 
spent  most  of  his  life  in  Toronto.  There  he  worked  as  an  artist  and 
sculptor  and  was  also  an  instructor  at  the  Ontario  College  of  Art.  His 
coin  designs  proved  so  popular  that  some  of  them  have  been  used  almost 
continuously  to  date. 

In  1935  Canada  issued  the  first  silver  dollar  for  circulation.  The  ob- 
verse commemorated  the  25th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  V,  with 
the  portrait  designed  by  the  British  sculptor  Percy  Metcalfe.  The  re- 


verse pictured  Emmanuel  Hahn's  interpretation  of  a scene  from  Canada's 
past:  a voyageur  and  an  Indian  paddling  a canoe,  in  the  background  an 
island  with  windswept  trees  and  northern  lights.  This  design  has  since 
been  used  on  the  reverse  of  every  non-commemorative  silver  and  nickel 
dollar,  with  Hahn's  initials  EH  shown  below  the  canoe  on  the  left. 


His  second  dollar  reverse  appears  on 
the  1939  silver  dollar,  issued  to 
commemorate  the  Royal  Visit  in  May 
and  June  that  year.  The  design  shows 
the  Centre  Block  and  the  Peace  Tower 
of  the  Parliament  Buildings  in 
Ottawa.  Although  Hahn's  initials 
were  shown  on  the  model  for  this 
coin,  the  coins  were  issued  without 


Two  very  popular  coins  feature 
Hahn's  initial  H acknowledging  his 
design  work.  One  is  the  10  cent 
coin,  picturing  the  Bluenose,  the 
other  is  the  25  cent  coin,  showing 


them. 
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a caribou.  With  the  exception  of  the  Centennial  coinage  issued  in  1967, 
these  two  designs  have  been  used  unchanged  from  1937  to  date.  Mr.  Hahn 
died  in  Toronto  in  1957. 


Another  distinguished  Canadian  coin  designer  is  Thomas 
Shingles.  Born  in  England,  he  came  to  Canada  in  1922. 
He  worked  as  a die-sinker  in  Winnipeg,  Montreal  and 
Toronto,  before  being  appointed  engraver  at  the  Royal 
Canadian  Mint  in  1939.  He  helped  design  the  "Victory" 

5 cent  pieces  and  entirely  hand  engraved  the  master  die 
This  design  was  used  from  1943  to  1945,  with  Shingles' 
initials  TS  appearing  to  the  right  of  the  torch. 


His  showpiece  is  the  1949  silver  dollar, 
commemorating  Newfoundland's  entry  into 
Confederation.  The  reverse  design  shows  the 
"Matthew",  the  ship  in  which  John  Cabot  is 
thought  to  have  discovered  the  island  in  1497 . 

Shingles  also  designed  a representation  of 
the  complete  coat  of  arms  of  Canada  as  seen 
on  the  50  cent  pieces  since  1959,  and  on  the 
20  dollar  gold  coin  of  1967,  both  illustrated 
below. 


Hungarian-born  Stephen  Trenka  is  noted  for  his  work  on  two  Canadian 
commemoratives . 1951  was  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  isolation  of 

the  metal  nickel  by  the  Swedish  scientist  A.  F.  Cronstedt,  and  Canada 
issued  a 5 cent  piece  for  the  occasion  featuring  Trenka' s design  of  a 
nickel  smelter.  The  coin  design  he  is  famous  for,  however,  is  his 


"totem  pole  dollar".  In  1958  a silver  dollar  was  issued  to  commemor- 
ate the  100th  anniversary  of  the  great  British  Columbia  gold  rush  and 
the  establishment  of  British  Columbia  as  a Crown  Colony.  Trenka 's 
design  vividly  portrays  a totem  pole  with  mountains  in  the  background. 
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The  only  year  to  have  a distinct,  newly  designed  coinage  was  1967, 
Canada's  Centennial  year.  A design  competition  was  held,  and  a first 
prize  of  $2,500.00  was  won  by  Alex  Colville,  an  artist  and  painter 
from  Sackville , New  Brunswick,  for  his  portrayals  of  Canadian  wildlife. 
The  animals  shown  on  the  six  denominations  are:  lq  - rock  dove;  5q  - 


a rabbit;  10c  - a mackerel;  25c  - a bobcat;  50c  - a howling  wolf;  and 
a Canada  goose  in  flight  on  the  silver  dollar. 

Many  more  designers  have  contributed  to  make  Canadian  coins  attractive 
and  unique.  Their  works  represent  an  interesting  and  educational  facet 
in  the  study  of  Canadian  coins.

Question:  Do  you  have  any  ship  money  in  your  collection?

The  Ch'ing  dynasty  suffered  at  the  hands  of  foreigners  and  rebels  over- 
took it.  The  basic  cause  of  the  internal  unrest  was  the  growth  of  pop- 
ulations and  consequent  economic  pressure,  combined  with  the  Ch'ing 
misrule.  However,  by  the  mid-nineteenth  century  the  dynasty  was  in  a 
period  of  decline,  as  so  often  happens  to  ruling  families  especially 
under  the  Chinese  system  of  government  where  so  much  depended  upon  the 
monarch . 

The  Manchus  had  been  defeated  by  the  British  invaders  (1839-42)  and 
were  threatened  in  most  parts  of  the  country,  except  the  north,  by  the 
T'ai  P'ings  aided  by  generals.  From  the  year  1860  Nanking  was  held  for 
more  than  a decade,  and  much  of  the  Yangtse  Valley  was  devastated.  The 
"T'ai  P'ings"  was  only  one  of  a number  of  revolts,  and  in  1845  an  up- 
rising among  the  Moslem  population  in  Yunnan  took  place  with  their  non- 
Moslem  neighbors.  Also  in  the  northwest  the  Moslems  were  very  restless. 

The  emperor  Tao-Kuang  ( Hsuccn  Tsung , 1821-51),  unable  to  save  his  king- 
dom from  the  British,  died  in  1851,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Hsien- 
Feng  ( Wen  Tsung,  1851-61)  who  was  less  competent  than  his  predecessor. 

He  became  ineffective  and  in  1860  fled  from  the  capital  Peking  to  Jehol 
with  Tzu-Hsi  (the  famous  concubine)  at  the  approach  of  the  British  and 
French  armies.  He  died  at  his  imperial  country  residence  on  August  22nd, 

1861,  still  a young  man,  and  left  the  throne  to  his  five  year  old  son 
Mu  Tsung,  whose  mother,  the  favorite  concubine  Tzu-Hsi,  was  raised  to 
that  of  Imperial  Consort.  His  enthronement  as  the  eighth  Ch'ing  emperor 
occurred  on  November  11th,  1861,  and  after  the  regency  period  he  assumed 
the  government  by  proclamation  on  February  23rd,  1873.  As  was  the  cus- 
tom, he  was  given  his  reign  title  ( nien  hao)  "Ch'i  Hsiang",  but  after  a 
few  months  following  the  coup  d’etat  when  the  Imperial  guardians  were 
either  killed  or  banished  and  the  two  wives  of  the  deceased  emperor  took 
control,  he  was  given  the  new  "nien  hao"  of  "T'ung  Chi'  on  January  30th, 

1862,  which  was  used  to  the  end  of  his  reign  in  1875. 


(Kashghar) 


We  are  concerned  here  with  an  interesting  coin  bearing  the  mint  place 
name  of  Kashgar,  in  Manchu  on  the  left  and  in  Turki  (Arabic  script) 
on  the  right,  and  on  the  obverse,  the  legend  CH'I  HSIANG  T'UNG  PAO, 
indicating  that  it  was  issued  in  the  first  months  of  Mu  Tsung's  reign 
before  the  nien  hao  was  changed. 
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An  illustration  of  such  an  obverse  for  this  emperor  (with  2nd  reign 
title:  T'ung  Ch'i)  on  a cash  coin  is  printed  in  the  1980  edition  of 

the  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins  on  page  254,  but  in  this  catalog 
there  is  no  mention  of  any  coins  from  Sinkiang  province  being  struck 
with  this  first  nien  hao.  There  are  coins  listed  from  the  mints  at 
Hi,  Aksu,  Kuche  and  Yarkand  which  bear  the  second  nien  hao  of  Mu 
Tsung,  and  there  are  only  a few  coins  listed  from  the  Kashgar  mint  of 
the  Ch ' ing  emperors  Ch'ien  Lung,  Hsien  Feng  and  Kuang  Hsu,  marking  the 
return  of  the  Chinese,  but  none  of  Mu  Tsung. 

In  referring  to  A.  B.  Coole's  Bibliography  of  Far  Eastern  Numismatology 
and  a Coin  Index  (1967),  with  the  exception  of  the  ten  Japanese  titles 
cited,  it  was  not  possible  to  find  coins  of  this  ruler  from  the  Kashgar 
mint  in  the  reference  works  mentioned.  In  Coole's  own  collection  there 
were  thirty  coins  of  this  ruler  but  none  with  the  first  nien  hao  from 
Sinkiang.  Consequently,  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  specimen  described, 
if  genuine,  is  quite  scarce. 

Perhaps  the  main  reason  for  the  scarcity  was  the  revolt  of  the  Tungans 
(the  Hui  people  in  the  northwest)  which  had  spread  through  Kansu  pro- 
vince and  Dzungaria  in  1861,  and  by  1862  to  Kashgaria. 

A khodja  at  Kuche,  Rasheddin  (the  Ghazi  Rashid)  has  usurped  command  of 
the  rising  which  had  brought  about  the  ousting  of  the  Chinese  from 
Urumchi  (Tihwa) , by  T'o-ming;  at  Kashgar  by  Sadiq  Beg;  and  for  a while 
at  Khoten  by  the  mufti  Habitullah.  By  1863  only  Yangi  Hissar  (the  cita 
del  of  Kashgar)  and  Yarkand  remained  in  Ch'ing  hands.  At  that  time 
Sadiq  Beg  succeeded  in  persuading  the  Khan  of  Khokand  to  send  an  exiled 
khodja  named  Buzurg  to  Kashgaria  to  replace  the  Ghazi  Rashid  who  was 
not  of  the  accepted  lineage.  Buzurg  was  of  the  Afaq  line  and  came  with 
Ya'qub  Beg  in  1864.  The  city  of  Kashgar  was  attacked  and  sacked,  and 
following  the  successful  campaign  of  Ya'qub  Beg,  he  first  deposed  Sadiq 
Beg,  and  later  the  khodja  Buzurg,  who  had  proved  to  be  inadequate,  and 
eventually  the  mufti  Habitullah.  With  the  help  of  his  sons  he  moved 
north  to  Urumchi  and  defeated  T'o-ming,  stripping  him  of  his  title. 

Thereafter  as  khan  he  ruled  all  of  south  Sinkiang  and  part  of  the  north 
from  his  capital  at  Aksu.  In  1866  he  had  been  honored  by  the  amir  of 
Bukhara  with  the  it  tie  of  Atalik  Ghazi,  the  name  by  which  his  dynasty 
is  known. 

Ya'qub  Beg's  rule  lasted  until  1877  when  he  was  defeated  by  the  Ch'ing 
general  Tso  Tsung  t'ang  who  had  moved  quickly  and  recaptured  Urumchi. 
The  one-man  dynasty  then  ended. 

During  this  whole  period,  cash-type  coins  were  issued  in  Kuche  by  the 
Ghazi  Rashid,  and  some  in  his  name  from  Khotan  and  Yarkand  mints.  Only 
the  Kashgar  mint  was  used  by  Ya'qub  Beg  and  his  coins  were  usually  in- 
scribed with  the  name  of  the  Ottoman  sultan,  Abul  Aziz,  who  as  Caliph 
had  recognized  Ya'qub  Beg  then  known  as  Badaulat  (the  fortunate  one).

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THE  MISSING  CLINK

Eduard  Karin' s ILLUSTRATED  CATALOG  OF  CHINESE  COINS  is  undoubtedly  the 
single  most  definitive  work  on  non-copper  Chinese  coins  ever  compiled. 
Within  his  catalog,  Kann  painstakingly  identified  varieties  of  genuine 

»:oins  and  also  differentiated  among  genuine  coins,  counterfeits,  and 
fantasy  (or  "mint  sport")  pieces.  In  at  least  one  instance,  however, 
he  was  unaware  of  a fantasy  coin  which  not  only  provides  the  link  be- 
tween a genuine  coin  and  what  he  felt  was  its  counterfeit,  but  also 
aided  in  the  creation  of  yet  another  fantasy  piece. 

In  Kann's  book,  there  is  an  unusual  differene  in  the  reverses  (dragon 
side)  of  what  he  identifies  as  a Kuan  Ping  Tael  (K-925,  a genuine  coin 


which  is  also  pictured  in  Krause  and  Mishler's  1979  edition  of  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins  on  page  340)  and  its  counterfeit  (KF-925).  On 
the  genuine  coin,  the  dragons  are  circling  the  reverse  in  a counter- 
clockwise direction;  on  the  counterfeit,  the  dragons  are  circling  the 
reverse  in  a clockwise  direction.  Indeed,  the  reverse  of  the  counter- 
feit more  resembles  the  reverse  of  a fantasy  piece  supposedly  made  in 
Kansu  Province  in  1905  and  shown  in  Kann  as  KB-33  than  it  does  the  re- 
verse of  the  legitimate  coin.  So  what  happened?  It  looks  as  though 
the  fakers  faked  a fake. 


Fantasy 
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The  coin  pictured  at  the  bottom  of  the  previous  page  is  obviously  not 
the  genuine  K-925  nor  is  it  the  counterfeit  KF-925  shown  in  Kann.  In- 
stead, it  appears  to  be  a fantasy  piece  of  which  Kann  was  not  aware 
and  is  probably  the  coin  the  counterfeiters  used  as  a model  to  create 
their  KF-925.  The  reverse  die  used  to  strike  this  coin  is  identical 
to  the  reverse  die  used  on  the  Kansu  Province  fantasy  noted  as  KB-33; 
each  has  189  beads  edging  the  field,  each  has  the  dragons'  bodies  de- 
signed from  individually-cut  scales,  and  on  each  coin  one  dragon  has 
10  spines  on  the  back  near  the  tail  while  the  other  has  but  9.  In 
comparison,  the  counterfeit  piece  has  about  170  beads  edging  the  field, 
the  bodies  are  crudely  outlined,  and  each  dragon  has  about  13  spines 
on  the  tail.  The  obverses  of  the  coin  pictured  at  the  bottom  of  the 
previous  page  and  the  counterfeit  KF-925  are  also  quite  similar  although 
there  are  192  beads  on  the  fantasy  piece  and  170  on  the  counterfeit 
in  addition  to  other  subtle  differences. 

In  summary,  what  seems  to  have  occurred  was  that  the  genuine  coin  was 
described  to  the  person  who  cut  the  dies  for  the  fantasy  pictured  on 
the  last  page.  The  fantasy  was  made  with  profit  in  mind  presumably, 
and  it  was  used  as  the  model  for  the  counterfeit  which  was  acquired 
by  Kann,  who  inferred  that  the  counterfeit  was  a direct  spinoff  from 
the  genuine  coin  and  thus  made  no  attempt  to  explain  the  discrepant 
dragons.  The  reverse  die  for  the  fantasy,  rather  than  be  wasted,  was 
paired  up  with  a Kansu  Province  obverse  fantasy  die  for  a bit  more 
profit  and  identified  as  Kann  as  KB-33.  The  obverse  die  was  probably 
discarded  because  it  identified  itself  as  a Kuan  Ping  Tael  and  would 
be  difficult  to  associate  with  another  reverse.  Pending  information 
to  the  contrary,  the  coin  shown  as  "Fantasy"  is  most  likely  a fantasy 
K-925  ....  a missing  clink.

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NUMISMATIC  NOTES  - HUNGARY  REVISITED

Two  weeks  in  Hungary  in  late  spring  of  this  year  followed  a briefer 
visit  last  year.  This  time,  traveling  by  car  rather  than  with  a tourist 
group,  gave  a far  better  insight  into  Hungarian  life,  cuisine  and  superb 
hospitality.  Much  time,  aside  from  two  visits  to  Budapest,  was  spent  in 
the  vicinity  of  beautiful  Lake  Balaton.  We  found  prices  of  many  food 
staples,  such  as  milk  products  and  bread,  unbelieveably  low  and  standard 
prices  are  printed  on  all  commodities  according  to  careful  government 
control,  making  Hungary  probably  the  best  travel  bargain  anywhere  in 
this  inflation-ridden  world.  Best  of  all  we  found  travel  restrictions 
have  eased  to  the  point  where  a visa  can  be  obtained  at  the  frontier  in 
less  than  an  hour  and  the  exit  check  is  only  a few  minutes  as  opposed  to 
an  almost  four  hour  wait  a few  years  ago  when  in  possession  of  a visa! 

With  removal  of  visa  requirements  for  Austrians  in  January  1979,  they 
are  quite  literally  swarming  into  Hungary  because  vacation  costs  are  so 
much  lower  than  in  either  Austria  or  Germany.  A wise  Hungarian  law  ab- 
solutely forbids  consumption  of  alcohol  prior  to  driving,  while  Austria 
and  Germany  does  permit  a maximum  of  .08  mg  of  alcohol  per  ml  of  whole 
blood  in  determining  whether  an  individual  is  driving  with  ability  im- 
paired by  an  intoxicant.  Reportedly,  some  German  and  Austrian  drivers 
have  had  difficulty  over  this  difference  in  traffic  laws. 

Currency  exchange  presented  no  problems  at  the  rate  of  roughly  5 Forints 
to  the  U.S.  dollar  and  the  exchange  was  possible  at  banking  facilities 
of  government  tourist  offices  which  are  conveniently  located  everywhere 
and  which  also  will  assist  travelers  in  obtaining  overnight  accomodations 
in  hotels  or  even  in  private  homes.  They  also  provide  the  government 
registration  required  for  overnight  stays,  thus  eliminating  the  often 
tedious  requirement  of  registering  with  the  nearest  police  authority 
which  may  easily  be  some  kilometers  away. 

Coins  encountered  in  circulation  seemed  to  be  about  equal  in  number  for 
each  denomination  encountered,  from  Y-72a  10  Filler,  to  the  Y-117  10 
Forint,  as  they  might  be  required  for  making  change  and  no  shortage  of 
coins  was  encountered.  In  pocket  change  we  found  Y-72a  10  Filler,  Y-73a 
20  Filler,  Y-97  50  Filler  all  AU  dated  1978,  and  Y-80a  1 Forint  in  AU 
dated  1979!  A Y-115  2 Forint  in  brass  was  found  dated  1978  in  about  XF, 
and  a Y-116  5 Forint  and  Y-117  10  Forint  in  nickel  were  dated  1971,  the 
most  recent  dates  noted  for  these  coins. 

Bank  notes  in  circulation  were  P-165  100  Forint,  P-166  10  Forint,  P-167 
20  Forint,  P-168  50  Forint,  and  P-169  500  Forint.  Most  common  dates 
noted  were  1969  and  1975,  the  latter  with  different  signatures.  It 
appears  the  1975  is  the  last  series  to  be  issued  as  several  times  crisp 
uncirculated  notes  with  consecutive  serial  numbers  were  received  in  ex- 
change. This  series,  and  the  1969  series  are  not  yet  in  the  Pick  catalog 
although  they  will  undoubtedly  appear  in  the  new  edition.  Several  500 
Forint  notes  dated  1975  were  also  noted  in  circulation,  and  none  earlier 
than  the  1969  date. 

The  exchange  of  Hungarian  currency  back  to  Austrian  Schillings  or  German 
Marks  at  the  frontier  presents  no  problem  as  long  as  the  traveler  is 
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careful  to  retain  the  receipts  given  by  the  banking  facility  when  the 
Hungarian  notes  were  originally  purchased.

CONSTANTINE  X GOLD  SCYPHATE  HISTAMENON 

by  I.  C.  G.  Campbell,  Weeping  Water , Nebraska,  NI  #LM12 


This  beautiful  coin  of  Constantine  X is  a gold  scyphate  histamenon. 
Goodacre  lists  it  under  the  old  name  of  "Nomisma".  Numismatic  Fine 
Arts  showed  this  recently  on  sale  for  $400.00.  In  1947  Spink  & Son 
sold  a similar  specimen  for  £5  - then  worth  some  $20.00.  This  shows 
well  what  inflation  has  done,  and  what  a good  investment  coin  bought 
at  the  right  time  can  be. 

Constantine  wished  to  be  known  for  his  literary  work  (inspired,  no 
doubt,  by  Constantine  VII  Porphrygenitos) , instead  he  was  remembered 
for  his  imcompetence.  He  spent  much  of  his  reign  trying  to  get  some 
order  into  the  finances  and  cut  the  army  so  heavily  that  it  was 
permanently  weakened.  He  reigned  1059-1067,  having  been  crowned 
emperor  because  he  was  the  third  husband  of  Zoe,  daughter  of  Con- 
stantine IX. 

Goodacre  and  Wroth  show  the  obverse  as  Constantine,  standing  facing, 
but  in  the  D.O.  (Dumbarton  Oaks)  catalog  (lb)  it  is  the  reverse. 

The  robe,  the  "loros",  shows  fairly  clearly  in  this  specimen.  In 
his  right  hand  he  holds  the  "labarum"  (military  standard,  latin) , 
in  his  left  the  "globus  cruciger"  (latin  - globe  crowned  with  a cross). 

The  inscription  reads  +KWN  RACAO  AOVKAC.  The  real  obverse  (reverse 
in  Goodacre  and  Wroth)  is  Christ  seated  on  one  of  the  famous  Byzantine 
thrones  (straight  arms  as  opposed  to  the  curved  ones  on  the  coin  in 
which  Constantine  is  being  crowned  by  the  Virgin) . The  inscription 
reads  IHS  XIS  REX  REINANTIM.  (Note  the  mixture  of  Latin  and  Greek 
letters  in  both  inscriptions.)

This  new  reference  was  released  in  late  July.  The  book  is  a deluxe 
publication,  well  illustrated  with  256  sharp  phots  and  well  documented 
with  a number  of  tables  and  a great  deal  of  technical  data. 

The  volume  is  a detailed  study  (not  a priced  catalogue)  of  Australian 
banknotes  from  1910  to  date  with  illustrations  of  both  sides  of  every 
note  from  1913.  A brief  history  of  paper  currency  from  1788  to  1910 
is  given  with  photos  to  illustrate  it.  A great  deal  of  new  information 
was  made  available  to  the  author  by  the  Treasury  and  Reserve  Bank  and 
is  incorporated  in  this  work. 


Perhaps  the  most  interesting  parts  of  the  book  are  the  detailed  and 
well  researched  background  material  presented  on  the  person  and  on  the 
scene  depicted  on  each  banknote.  An  excellent  example  is  the  inclusion 
of  a photograph  of  the  painting  of  Captain  Cook's  landing  at  Botany 
Bay,  Australia  by  Australian  artist  E.  Phillips  Fox,  accompanied  by 
data  on  the  event  and  place  as  background  material  for  the  reverse  of 
the  1923  one  pound  note  which  shows  the  scene  so  realistically. 


The  chapter  on  signatures  appearing  on  Australian  notes  from  1913  on 
includes  a clear  photo  of  each  of  the  signatures  as  well  as  a brief 
history  of  each  signator. 


Editorial  space  in  this  publication  does  not  permit  a detailed  dis- 
cussion of  each  of  the  many  different  topics  covered  in  the  book.  How- 
ever, the  following  topics  are  documented  and  discussed  in  detail  in 
the  book:  forgeries,  star  notes,  specimen  notes,  watermarks,  printing 

errors,  unissued  notes,  detailed  annual  note  circulation  statistics, 
bank  serial  number  spans  for  superscribed  sets,  destroying  worn  notes, 
preparation,  printing,  distribution,  press  releases,  and  people, 
watermarks  and  coats  of  arms  appearing  on  notes. 


A 6 page  index  of  subject  matter  and  a 2 page  index  of  illustrations 
concludes  the  volume. 

Mr.  Vort-Ronald  is  Australia's  leading  expert  on  his  country's  bank- 
notes, having  written  many  detailed  articles  on  various  aspects  of  the 
subject  of  the  past  7 years.  His  book  is  an  encyclopedia  of  interesting 
facts  and  data  on  Australian  banknotes  and  at  the  same  time  is  very 
interesting  reading,  even  for  those  not  knowledgeable  on  the  subject. 

The  volume  is  an  excellent  model  for  writers  in  other  countries  to  ^ 
follow  as  very  few  countries'  banknotes  have  been  so  ably  documented 
in  such  a thorough,  detailed,  factual  and  interesting  manner.

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THE  McCLEAN  COLLECTION  OF  GREEK  COINS.  FITZWILLIAM  MUSEUM.  Three 
Volumes.  Reprinted  by  Obol  International  from  edition  published  be- 
tween 1923/29  (its  publication  was  delayed  by  World  War  I) . 

The  work  for  the  museum  on  these  volumes  was  done  by  Christ's  College 
scholar  S.  W.  Groze  (MA) . The  original  work  has  long  been  out  of  print 
and  such  times  that  it  does  appear  on  the  market,  the  volumes  have  been 

• very  costly.  The  extent  of  the  collection  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
there  are  more  than  10,000  coins  and  that  they  belong  to  the  golden  age 
of  collecting,  so  the  best  adjective  for  the  specimens  is  "superb". 

The  Fitzwilliam  Museum  is  to  Cambridge  as  the  Ashmolean  is  to  Oxford. 

It  has  not  only  one  of  the  finest  numismatic  cabinets  in  the  country, 
but  in  the  world.  The  museum  also  is  extensive  and  I recollect  two 
happy  days  I spent  there  in  1935  going  through  drawer  after  drawer  of 
Byzantine  sherds  for  study  before  leaving  for  Istanbul  to  excavate  the 
Imperial  palace  there.  In  those  days  it  was  one  of  the  few  museums  to 
make  such  specimens  available  for  a student  to  study,  and  invaluable 
training  before  a dig  in  a new  field. 

Modern  reprints  are  done  by  a form  of  offset,  so  the  proof  in  the  value 
of  any  such  work  is  best  shown  by  the  nature  of  the  plates.  The  orig- 
inals (mainly  by  collotype)  are  very  fine  indeed  - helped  by  the  con- 
dition of  most  of  the  coins.  The  reprints,  for  the  most  part,  are 
excellent.  A few  specimens  are  rather  on  the  dark  side,  particularly 
some  of  the  smaller  specimens,  but  all  are  perfectly  legible  and  the 
deails  excellent. 


In  view  of  the  lapse  of  time  and  the  fact  that  since  World  War  II  so 
many  more  specimens  have  come  to  light,  a good  deal  of  new  information 
as  well  as  coins  are  available.  Even  so  the  volumes  are  a standard 
"must"  for  every  major  dealer  or  scholar,  as  well  as  any  library  which 
has  a holding  of  classical  works.  The  volumes  are  a joy  to  any  serious 
collector.  The  price  ($195.00)  from  Obol  International,  8 South  Michi- 
gan Avenue,  Chicao,  Illinois  60603  will  be  heavy  for  many,  but  it  is 
not  out  of  line  for  present  prices  and  the  nature  of  the  work.  The 
paper  is  of  excellent  quality  (very  important  for  works  of  this  kind) 
and  the  hard  cloth  covers  are  essential  for  such  heavy  volumes  and  con- 
tinued use. 


Such  a work  is  as  much  a service  to  the  world  of  scholars  as  it  is  to 
the  field  of  numismatics  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  so  expensive  a 
ventury  may  be  a successful  one.  There  are  now  an  imposing  array  of 
classical  works  to  Obol's  credit. 


By  reason  of  the  number  of  volumes  and  the  nature  of  the  work,  I believe 
it  best  to  consider  each  volume  separately. 

Volume  I 


WESTERN  EUROPE,  MAGNA  GRAECIA  AND  SICILY.  12  pages  of  introduction 
(for  the  three  volumes).  There  are  380  pages  of  text,  of  which  the  6 
indices  account  for  17.  The  111  plates  show  2083  coins  (obv.  & rev.). 
The  indices  are  geographical  mints;  portraits  (10  only);  types;  symbols; 
legends  and  inscriptions;  countermarks  and  restruck  coins. 
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The  arrangement  is  similar  to  that  of  British  Museum  catalogues.  In 
point  of  fact,  Groze  was  helped  by  the  staff  of  the  Museum  Coin  Room. 
There  are  the  plate  numbers,  metal  and  axis,  weight,  size  and  descrip- 
tion. Western  Europe  begins  with  Spain  c.300  BC  through  Gaul  (450  BC) , 
Italy  and  Etruria  and  so  on  down  to  Sicily  and  Syracuse  (pages  335/62). 


This  original  volume  was  ready  in  1914  though  not  printed  until  1923 
and  deals  with  some  3000  plus  coins  in  this  one  volume.  Me  McClean 
inherited  a large  collection  from  his  father,  also  a notable  collector, 
a spent  a lifetime  collecting  the  finest  specimens  and  building  up  his 
series.  Some  of  them  came  from  the  great  collections  sold  and  dispersed 
in  the  last  quarter  of  the  19th  century,  including  the  Carfrae,  Montagu 
and  other  notables.  Thus  a number  of  the  coins  have  interesting  pedi- 
grees . 


McClean' s basis  of  collecting  was  a lengthy  series  of  coins  (including 
bronze  which  some  notable  collectors  tended  to  overlook)  which  illus- 
traded  well  the  actual  history  of  each  mint  and  period.  This  fact  will 
give  some  idea  of  the  value  of  the  catalogue  to  historians,  as  well  as 
to  numismatists.  Thus,  in  one  instance  his  assemblage  enabled  the  ex- 
tension of  the  magistrate's  (rulers)  names  for  a very  obscure  period. 
The  series  also  give  an  excellent  portrayal  of  the  progress  of  Greek 
(and  numismatic)  art.  Since  this  is  a major  feature  of  Greek  coinage 
as  it  is  for  no  other  period  in  the  world,  an  added  significance  is 
obvious.  Thus  for  Syracuse  there  are  some  386  coins  alone.

For  these  various  reasons  Mr.  Groze  kept  to  Me.  McClean's  geographical 
arrangements.  To  the  specialist  there  will  be  a particular  delight 
in  that  in  case  of  some  of  the  more  important  coins,  more  than  one 
specimen  from  the  same  dies  is  shown.  It  was  most  unfortunate  that 
Me.  McClean  died  before  he  had  completed  his  object  of  enlarging  the 
series  for  mints  in  other  parts  of  the  Greek  world. 


Volume  II 


THE  GREEK  MAINLAND,  THE  AGEAN  ISLANDS,  CRETE.  6 preliminary  pages, 

584  of  text  and  137  of  plates. 

Suitably  this  begins  with  Macedonia  and  moves  down  the  Peloponnesus, 
district  by  district.  It  closes  appropriately  with  the  Aegean  Islands 
off  Turkey  and  Greece,  and  Crete.  The  wide  range  of  the  catalog  and 
of  McClean's  basic  plan  is  shown  in  Madedon  for  instance  where  there 
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is  a plate  of  some  17  barbarous  imitations  of  Philip  II  (Alexander's 
father) . There  are  some  superb  plates  of  coins  of  Alexander  which 
is  considered  the  beginning  of  real  portraiture  in  the  Greek  coinage. 
One  needs  to  remember,  however,  that  innumerable  additional  coins  of 
Alexander,  from  many  places  and  mints,  have  come  to  light  in  the  past 
half  century  since  this  volume  was  completed  (later  than  Volume  I). 


| The  Macedonian  coinage  concludes  as  it  appeared  under  the  Romans  and 
here  again  new  material  and  information  has  come  to  light.  Following 
Thrace,  the  coinage  of  the  islands  off  its  coast  is  described.  For 
the  European  coast  of  the  Propontis  there  are  more  imperial  coins  than 
otherwise.  The  same  is  true  for  the  Danubian  district.  The  bulk  of 
material  here  is  from  Septimius  Severus  to  Gordianus  Pius. 


Crete  displays  a fine  variety  of  material  and  there  is  a small  selection 
of  that  from  the  Aegean  Islands.  Here  again,  many,  many  more  coins  have 
been  found  since  the  catalog  was  written. 

The  indices  and  arrangements  are  as  in  the  first  volume. 

Volume  III 


ASIA  MINOR,  FURTHER  ASIA,  EGYPT,  AFRICA.  508  pages  and  132  plates. 
Again  the  indices  and  arrangements  are  as  with  the  other  two  volumes. 


Seeing  the  huge  range  of  material  it  should  perhaps  be  noted  that  the 
format  of  the  book  is  7 x 10  inches,  considerable  larger,  and  many  more 
photographs  than  the  corresponding  28  volumes  of  the  British  Museum 
Greek  catalog. 

The  last  volume  embraces  as  enormous  field  since  it  includes  all  the 
remaining  coinage  of  Greek  background,  not  excluding  Parthia  and  Bactria. 
For  this  reason  it  can  but  touch  on  any  one  field  but  lightly.  If 
anything  the  real  emphasis  on  the  Roman  Imperial  (Romano-Greek)  coinage 
of  those  areas  of  the  world.  Had  McClean  lived  long  enough  (had  money 
enough?)  to  realize  his  ambition  of  building  up  detailed  runs  of  the 
coinage  of  each  mint,  it  would  have  been  an  even  more  fantastic  col- 
lection than  it  already  is.  As  it  is,  for  all  the  material  that  has 
come  to  light  these  past  50  years,  there  are  interesting  specimens 
and  much  valuable  material  here. 


There  is  a preponderance  of  bronze  since  that  is  what  one  enounters 
most  for  the  imperial  period.  Equally  the  specimens  are  less  fine  be- 
cause bronze  was  used  much  more  than  silver  or  gold  ever  was  circulated. 
Finally  the  Roman  Imperial  Government  minted  only  extremely  limited 
amounts  of  silver  in  the  province  so  that  bronze  - the  medium  of  daily 
use  - had  heavy  wear. 


With  the  wealth  of  modern  material  and  information,  these  volumes  will 
attract  less  the  classical  specialist  than  the  first,  for  those  who  are 
interested  in  the  classical  coinage  per  se.  It  is  comparatively  recent- 
ly - most  notably  with  the  von  Auloch  collection  - that  people  have  come 
to  recognize  the  real  importance  of  the  Romano-Greek  series  in  Asia  Minor. 


There  are  some  superb  Syrian  silver  pieces  whose  beauty  will  delight 
any  one.  Taking  the  volume  as  a whole  there  are  enough  specimens, 
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however  lightly  they  touch  on  some  periods,  to  give  some  idea  of  the 
continued  history  of  specific  mints,  together  with  showing  the  in- 
fluence of  Greek  and  Roman  styles  and  art  on  the  coinages  of  the  more 
far  flung  realms.

This  second  edition  of  this  reference  was  released  in  June , 1979.  It 
is  limited  to  150  numbered  copies.  The  first  edition,  limited  to  200 
copies  and  228  pages,  has  been  sold  out.  The  book  is  bound  with  a 
spiral  plastic  ring. 

Over  1300  pieces  of  Canadian  wooden  money,  including  both  tokens  and 
souvenirs,  are  catalogued  with  actual  size  photographs  of  nearly  all 
of  them.  The  "woods"  are  catalogued  by  province  and  then  listed  alpha- 
betically by  issuing  municipality.  Each  "wood"  is  assigned  a reference 
number.  The  diameter,  issuing  agency,  face  value,  date  of  issue,  numbe 
issued,  color,  and  either  rarity  according  to  a 1-5  scale  or  catalogue 
value  is  given  for  each  piece.  Background  data  is  included  where  known 
Several  blank  pages  with  headings  for  data  are  included  for  "woods" 
issued  after  the  catalogue's  publication. 

At  present  there  are  no  Canadian  dealers  that  handle  "woods"  so  the 
cource  of  supply  is  mainly  through  pen  pals  or  writing  to  the  issuing 
agency. 

Timber  Talks,  the  monthly  publication  of  the  Canadian  Association  of 
Wooden  Money  Collectors,  lists,  illustrates  and  gives  the  source  for 
new  "woods".  Membership  is  only  $3.00  yearly  and  should  be  sent  to 
Bruce  Watt,  1153  Northridge  Street,  Oshawa,  Ontario,  Canada  L1G  3P3. 
Current  membership  is  about  200  and  their  publication  is  in  its  5th 
year  of  issue. 

The  first  wooden  Canadian  tokesn  were  issued  by  the  Hudson  Bay  Company 
for  use  in  their  northern  outposts  in  the  fur  trade  with  the  Indians. 
The  first  Canadian  "wood"  with  a value  on  it  was  issued  in  1937. 

Collecting  "woods"  is  a fun  hobby;  woods  are  available  at  low  prices. 
Most  mintages  run  from  100  to  1000  with  a few  up  to  5,000.

The  book  covers  the  vast  range  of  Asiatic  numismatics,  from  the  ancient 
Greek  city-states  to  the  Sen  coinage  of  Japan. 

f^ie  chapters  on  Semitic  coins  and  alphabets  include  those  on  the  Phoen- 
icians, Hebrews,  Sassanians , Arabic  rulers,  Mongolians  and  Manchus. 

The  Indian  section  covers  the  ancient  and  medieval  periods  and  the  more 
modem  Indian  Native  States.  Chapters  on  Nepal,  Tibet,  Burma  and  Thai- 
land will  also  be  found  in  this  section. 

Represented  in  the  Chinese  section  are  China,  Korea,  Annam  and  Japan. 

The  book  will  prove  an  invaluable  reference  and  a welcome  addition  to 
any  numismatic  library.
